At the meeting of the Recreation and Social Amenities Committee on 
February 27th, 1974, the Committee had before it the following

The Committee was advised in a letter dated March 5, 1974, from 
the Chief Librarian, that the Library Board passed the following 
resolution on February 28, 1974: 


"On a motion by Mr. Johnson, seconded by Mrs. Luckevich, 

it was moved that the Chief Librarian advise the City 

of Mississauga that the facilities offered in the 

second phase of the City Hall complex will not be 

acceptable for the needs of the Mississauga Library 

system, even on a temporary basis. We are prepared | 
to await completion of phase two and we ask that 

serious consideration be given to moving the completion } 
date of phase two up to early 1976 as our projected 

requirements indicate our present Central Library will be 

inadequate by the end of 1975. The Library Board is 

prepared to meet with Council at the earliest opportunity 

to discuss this matter in depth."

That a meeting be arranged between the Library Board and this 
Council to be held prior to the special Council meeting to be held 


to discuss the Civic Centre. 


EXTRACT FROM GENERAL COMMITTEE REPORT OF MARCH 15, 1974. 
ADOPTED BY COUNCIL ON MARCH 25, 1974. 


Moved by: Hazel McCallion #122 3 
Seconded by: David J. Culham ee 


WHEREAS the demand for housing greatly exceeds the supply; 
WHEREAS the City of Mississauga has undeveloped land and has the 
major trunk services for water and sewers to permit housing to be 
placed on the market on a quantity and quality basis which will 
assist in some way to bring down the cost of housing; 
WHEREAS past development has brought a severe financial burden 
upon the Municipality by making it extremely difficult to cope 
with the many services required by the increased population such 
as the great need for improved ‘transit, additional school 
facilities, recreational facilities, roads, etc.; 
RECOMMEND that we set up a Task Force forthwith to determine: 
(1) the funds necessary to provide the facilities 
required as a result of development to date. 
(2) the funds required to permit controlled orderly 

growth which will provide acceptable and much 

needed accommodation and amenities. 
That the results of the financial impact of the Municipality be 
Placed before the Ontario Government with a notice that we are 
prepared to assist them with the housing shortage if they are 
prepared to provide the necessary finances for the City of 
Mississauga to cope with the growth; 
Task Force to be made up of representatives of City of Mississauga, 
Peel Board of Education, Regional Council, Ministry of Housing, 
Ministry of Education, Ministry of Transportation and Communications 
and Treasury Department, and its terms of reference include receiving 
submissions from interested persons in Mississauga.

To this, we would like to have added the replacement of the Cooksville 
School, 6800,000. ) 


At present, we are using the following strategies to accommodate 
population pressures: 


‘a (a) At Hanover, in the Bramalea area, temporary use of the 
library and general-purpose rooms. New students continue 
to arrive each week. 


(b) In the Valleys, at Briarwood and Silver Creek, busing out 
of the area to Burnhamthorpe and Forest Glen Schools. 


(c) Because Forest Avenue was delayed, we are using a building 
which the Fire Marshal has demanded be upgraded and which 
we have planned to replace for several years. 


(4) In Brampton/Bramalea, our secondary schools are extremely 
crowded. There are 10 portables at Brampton Centennial 
Secondary School and 3 at Central Peel Secondary School. 


If we do not receive a full allocation and because that allocation is 
normally delayed until March, we will not likely be able to provide 
accommodation in time for September everywhere we have planned to do so. 
In those areas where expansion of accommodation is planned, we have 
initiated contingency planning, to include: 


(a) busing to empty classrooms, some of which are as much as 
five miles away from the community 


w (b) use of portables on the new site or at existing schools 


continued ...

use of community space where it is suitable 


sharing space with the Dufferin-Peel Separate School Board, 
though they are usually short of space in the same 
cormunities as we are. 


We are addressing ourselves to a complete analysis of every step of the

by which a school comes into existence, to determine what can be 
accelerate that process. For example, 


Each year in October we provide the Ministry of Education with 
a request for Capital Funds for new buildings or additions. 

To do so, our Planning Department must develop its 
recommendations for consideration of the Planning/Buildings 
Committee and then the Board in September. Once our request 
has been approved by the Board it goes to the Ministry where 
it sits awaiting all other Capital requests from each 
jurisdiction in the province. There is normally little 
communication from the Regional Office in terms of this request 
until March. 


In order to get a head start on our projects we work from 
November through February on the development of specific 
project-approval requests for the Ministry, on devcloping the 
joint consultation with the Dufferin-Pecl Separate School 
Board which the Ministry requires before giving even interim 
project-approval and on developing the specific briefs to our 
Design and Construction Department which are required as soon 
as we get approval and Capital funds. 


In the past two years, we have received Board approval to take 
a few essential projects to the Sketch-plan Stage and Working- 
drawings out of Current funds. 


We have, since January, been pressing the Central Region Office 
of the Ministry to develop a new set of procedures which would 
allow us to get interim approvals and allocations which would 
permit us to take the bulk of our building programme to 
working drawings by the end of February. This change would not 
affect our 1974 construction, even if approval was received 
immediately. 


Once we have received our Capital allocation, and have been 
able to re-order our priorities as a Board, we must then 

submit each individual project to the Ministry for approval, 
citing quite specific evidence of building and likely occupancy. 


continued .... 
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Here, again, we have been unhappy with the lack of realism and caution 
which has repeatedly delayed these essential approvals. With the 
Central Kegion Office, we are attempting to develop agreement on a 
more realistic criterion-referenced procedure which would make these 
approvals more automatic, in less time. 


Right now, the Ministry intervenes to review the rate at which 
population pressures are developing at each stage of a project: 
sketch plans, working drawings, tendering, contract review, O.M.B. 
review and final approval. 


(d) When we begin to construct a school, delays inevitably develop 
because of problems with obtaining appropriate bids, because 
square-foot costs are rising dramatically. For example, it 
took 3 1/2 months to get the Thornwood School in the Valleys 
from the point of Ministerial approval to tender call and a 
further 3 months to award a contract. 


Normally, it takes some 4 - 6 weeks to take the accepted 
tender to the Ministry and then to the Ontario Municipal 
Board to get final approval to begin construction. 


Once construction begins, we are subject to serious delays 
arising from shortages of materials and/or labour shortages 
or stoppages. Normally, construction of schools has taken 
us: 

Junior (K-6) schools 8 - 9 months 

Senior (7-8) schools 10 - 12 months 

Secondary (9-13) schools 16 - 18 months 


.We believe that the present situation in the construction industry will 


make this year's building the most difficult in many years. We are 
examing our procedures and may have to seek approval to pre-purchase 
essential materials such as stecl, roofing matcrials, insulation, brick 
and electrical supplies. We are also trying to reduce the period 
between tender call and award of contract as suppliers will not hold 
firm prices for any length of time. 


Secondary schools are rarely ready for occupancy and are usually 
organized as schools, on shift, for September of the year in which they 
are to be occupied. Occupancy comes in January or February. 


With elementary schools, we normally leave children under the supervision 
of existing schools and staffs, until the building is ready for use. 

This produces severe pressures on the facilities of the schools, the 
need for portables, larger schools than we believe suitable and, on 
occasion, busing of students out of the area in which they live. 
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It is one thing to plan but quite another to provide. Our planning 
regularly seems inadequate because we do not know what resources we 
will have, cr how quickly, or under what constraints in any given year. 
We can only plan to be unready and do our best to mitigate the 
dislocations and lack of facilities which are inevitable.

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MISSISSAUGA RECREATION AND PARKS DEPARTMENT 
MAJOR PARKS REPORT 


Within the category of major parks there are four existing through- 
out the municipality. They are as follows: 


Jack Darling Memorial Park 100.182 acres 

Erindale Park 131.89 ” 

Wildwood Park 72.40 a 

Huron Park 52.96 ss 

Milkwood Property 44.50 
Total Acreage 402.93 


Dealing briefly with the existing parks, it should be mentioned 

that at Jack Darling Memorial Park only 15.38 acres are owned by 

the municipality with the remainder leased from the Ministry of 

the Environment. Very shortly, their plans will be unveiled for 

a water purification plant taking about 20 acres of their 84.8 acres. 
From all indications the remainder would be declared surplus and the 
title revert to the municipality for a nominal sum. 


Both at Erindale Park and the Milkwood Property are leased from the 
Credit Valley Conservation Authority and their development is subject 
to their approval. Thus, the total major park acreage would really 
amount to 382.93 acres more or less. 


On the basis of approximate population of 212,000 as of December 
31, 1973 at 2.5 acres of major parks per 1,000 population, there 
should be 530 acres. The present total acreage (see above) 
indicates an existing deficit of 147 acres. 


The projected ultimate population is estimated at 623,800 and, at 
2.5 acres per 1,000 population, the municipality would require 

1550 acres of major parks. To achieve the ultimate requirement, 

a number of recommendations have been proposed to acquire open space. 
These recommendations take into consideration the unique character 
of the Credit River and its outstanding scenic and historical 
qualities which provide Mississauga with a legacy of authentic 
Canadian history. 


The recommendations for major park acquisitions are set forth 

in order of the priority of need. No recommendations have been 
made as to the form of development that should take place at each 
new site except where certain factors strongly suggest particular 
recreation or auxillary facilities should be constructed or 
developed. 
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Clergy Reserve 


This property is located on the west side of Hurontario 
Street about midway between Britannia Road and Eglinton 
Avenue West (Lot 5, Concession 1 W.H.S.) It has 

200 acres mainly agricultural land with some woodlot on 
the First Line West portion of the property. Presently, 
the allotment gardens are located there and shculd remain 
in conjunction with a proposed greenhouses-conservatory 
complex and formal gardens off Hurontario Street. The 
remainder could be developed as a major stadium with 
sports facilities, riding trails, etc. It is expected 
that this property will be acquired this year from Peel 
County Board of Education for a minimal sum. 


Additions to Milkwood Property 


There are approximately nine blocks of land that could be 
acquired to provide a major park of 300 acres (including 

the Milkwood Property) between Creditview Road and Second 
Line West and from Highway 401 south to the line between 
lots 6 and 7, Concession 3 W.H.S. The priority acquisition 
should take place on lot 8 east and west halfs and the west 
half of lot 7. Much of the open space could be acquired 
through the Credit Valley Conservation Authority as flood 
plain land. 


Addition to Erindale Park 


It is recommended that the City acquire additional open 
space from the northern boundary of Erindale Park to the 
existing road allowance of Burnhamthorpe Road. There are 
three major blocks of land amounting to 97 acres to be 
considered most of which is located within the valleyof the 
Credit River. 


These acquisitions would provide access to the park from 
Burnhamthorpe Road, Dundas Street West, Credit Heights 
Park, Springbank Community Centre, Erindale College and a 
block of municipal land off Burnbrae Drive. 


The park would then have a possible total acreage of 

220 acres. Primary development should be confined to picnic 
areas, ski trails, hiking trails, wildlife sanctuaries, etc. 
and remain primarily passive. 


Consideration should also be given to acquiring the wooded 
slopes along the eastern bcuncary to the top of the bank. 
Residential owners presently own to the bottom of the bank and 
the scenic quality of the treed slopes should be in public 
ownership to ensure the proper care and maintenance of the 
trees. 
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Erin Mills Town Centre 


The development of the central core of Erin Mills envisions 
a man-made lake and major park of approximately 100 acres. 
The present dedication policy of 2.5 acres per 1,000 
population for neighbourhood and community parks would 
enable the City to landbank a portion of the dedication 
toward the major park. This is estimated to be about 

50 acres leaving a balance of 50 acres to be purchased 

by the municipality. 


It is recommended, therefore, that the City acquire 50 acres 
from the developer as soon as possible to ensure the least 
possible cost of acquisition. 


“Credit Valley Park" 


It is recommended that a major park be developed north of 
Eglinton Avenue West covering portions of lots 1 and 2, 
Concession 4 W.H.S. amounting to between 100 to 168 acres. 
Much of this land is in the valley of the Credit River but 
also includes table lands for parking and other facilities. 
This park site could connect with Streetsville Memorial 
Park. It includes the McCarthy Milling property although 
the mill itself could remain as operable for the present 


Riverview Park Addition (at Britannia Road) 


It is recommended that a major portion of the 130 acres 
undeveloped on the east side of the Credit River to Credit- 
view Road be acquired as a major park site. Further, it 
is recommended that the land on the west side of the Credit 
River from Riverview Park north to Pinecliff Park be 
expropriated from residential owners to the top of the bank. 


This park would connect with the Milkwood property to the 
north-east of the proposed acquisition. 


Ray Property Addition 


It is recommended that land on both sides of the Credit 
River from Britannia Road south to the Ray property (leased 
from Credit Valley Conservation Authority) to provide 

a continuous link. The amount of land involved is unknown 
because records from the former Town of Streetsville are 
not available at the present time. But it should be 
confined to the west half of lot 5, Concession 4 W.H.S. 


A very rough estimate is that the acquisition should not 
exceed 30 acres. 
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Burnhamthorpe - Parkway Park 


There is some very scenic land from Burnhamthorpe Road 
north to the Parkway Belt. There are some five blocks 
of land totalling some 137 acres and nearly all of it 
should be acquired to protect the Credit River valley and 
bank. 


It should remain as a passive naturalistic park but with 
ski and hiking trails established. 


Parkway Belt - Eglinton Avenue 


There are six major blocks of land on both sides of the 
Credit River from the proposed Highway 403 north to 
Eglinton Avenue totalling 213 acres. However, much of 
the land could be developed for residential purposes and, 
since the primary purpose of acquiring open space in this 
locality is to protect the Credit River and to provide 

a means of access between the "Burnhamthorpe-Parkway Park" 
and “Credit Valley Park", it is estimated that only about 
60 acres should be acquired. 


Landfill Site 


The Burrell and Trustum sanitary landfill site is 99.52 
acres and, according to the terms of the agreement between 
the owners-operators and the Town of Mississauga, it must 
be developed for recreation purposes. 


It is recommended that this -site be acquired upon completion 
of the sanitary landfill operations and, further, that it 

be developed into a par 54 executive golf course complete 
with outdoor swimming pool, tennis courts and other recrea- 
tional facilities as a comprehensive family recreation centre. 


It is also recommended that consideration be given to light- 
ing the golf course to permit night play for those who 
cannot play during daylight hours. 


There is a mixed woodlot at the north-west intersection of 
Second Line West and Hichway 401 which should be acquired 
and preserved as a woodlot. 


Area involved is about 39.9 acres. 
Wildwood Park 


The Metropolitan Toronto and Region Conservation Authority are 
presently negotiating on our behalf to acquire an addition of 
some 18 acres to Wildwood Park. This parcel is adjacent 

to the south-east portion of the park. Efforts should be 
undertaken to have the Authority acquire a further 20 acres 

in the same vicinity which would provide a park of some 

110 acres. 
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13. Derry Road Park 


The land lends itself to the establishment of a day 
camp site (which we leased some years ago for that 
purpose) and preserves part of the Fraser Creek. 


There are two primary blocks of land totalling 
197.9 acres which could comprise a major park site.

This report assumes that there will be no development in the North 
Central area of the City and that the parkway belts will not be 
built upon. If this happens a large tract of land in the North 
Central area should be acquired (size to depend on extra population 
intended.) It would make sense to develop a large facilities park 
in the North Central area to satisfy the major sport and facility 
needs of the City. This area is reasonably flat and suited to 
sport use . This would then tend to free up the natural river 
treed areas for more casual use.

THE PEEL BOARD OF EDUCATION 


PROPOSED RECOMMENDATION FOR IMPROVING PROCEDURE 
FOR THE PROVISION OF SCHOOL ACCOMMODATION 
IN THE RAPIDLY DEVELOPING AREAS OF PEEL 


The purpose of this proposal is to lessen the time gap between 
the construction of homes in new developments and the provision of school 
accommodation. The responsibilities are shared by three parties: 


- The Peel Board of Education 
- The Ministry of Education for the Province of Ontario 


- The Municipalities and the Developers. 


i. It is incumbent upon the Peel Board of Education to provide adequate 
; planning for school accommodation based on known building projects 
i and planned sub-divisions. It will be the responsibility of the 
| Board of Education to provide a forecast of needed school accom- 
modation no later than October 15th for the calender year ahead, 
ae . based on actual students present in the area and predicted growth. 


2. The Ministry of Education should consider the Board's predictions, 
examine the justifications, and provide approval, in principle, 
for the forecast in total. 


3. The Municipality must work co-operatively with the Board of Education, 
indicating all approvals for new developments and any changes in 
the planning process that may occur from time to time. 


4. Financial Planning: Each year it should be expected in Peel that 
the Province of Ontario will make available to the Peel Board of 
Education an interim allocation of the greater of 25 per cent of 
the previous year's allocation or 25 per cent of the current year's 
forecast. Such interim allocations would allow the Board of Education 
to proceed with those projects, the urgency of which have been 
identified. Final capital allocations for the Board could be 
determined by March lst in the current year, thereby allowing the 
Board to satisfy its building requirements without undue time lag. 


It is essential that the Board of Education have authorization to 
| proceed to sketch plans in any project that the Board deems 
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essential without approval in principle by the Ministry of Education. 
Such sketch plans are to be financed out of current funds, the 

Board of Education taking full responsibility for this matter. 
Ministerial approval should continue to be required of such sketch 
plans and again of working drawings, with continued elaboration 

of alacant at each stage. . 


Developers' Responsibility: It is not unrealistic to assume that 
the developer should take some responsibility for classroom accom- 
modation and that a plan should be worked out whereby portable 
classrooms or some other form of relocatable accommodation should 
be provided by the developer who would assume all financial res- 
ponsibility for such short-term accommodation as may be required 
to provide schools for children resident in the new development. 


CONCLUSION 


~ A clarification of responsibilities and a commitment to deadline 
by all parties is essential; 


~ Greater freedom and therefore responsibility and accountability 
being given to the Board of Education to respond with immediacy 
to accommodation problems; 


~- A commitment to a close planning and working arrangement between 
the Board of Education and the Municipality; 


- A responsibility on the part of the developer to assume an 
appropriate share in the provision of school accommodation in 
new developments; 


- A realization by the Ministry that commitments should be made 
to interim capital allocation on the part of the Province of 
Ontario. 


PLEASE NOTE that any problem with school accommodation expressed by the 
Peel Board of Education is of equal or greater concern to the Dufferin-Peel 
Roman Catholic Separate School Board.

RE: Accelerated Development 


Program in the City of Mississauga. 


In accordance with your request, I enclose a copy of the City of 
Mississauga "Five-Year Capital Works Programme" which gies an indication 
of the overall financing required by the municipality with respect to 
services indicated. 


Ministry of Transportation and Communication to provide a significant 
amount of additional funding in conjunction with the works for which 
- they have responsibility for subsidy, or other financial responsibility. 
In the past while it has been difficult to obtain the funds we have 
required from the Ministry of Transportation and Communication, particu- 
larly in respect to an accelerated road re-construction programme. 
Their problem is that there are insufficient funds available at the 
Provincial level to distribute to the municipalities in accordance i 
with their expressed needs. The Capital Works Programme as indicated 
was prepared on the basis of a growth of approximately 10 - 15 thousand 
people per year and, as you know, the growth in the past few years hzs 
generally been slightly in excess of that amount. Any acceleration 
of this pace would, of course, require moving forward to an earlier 
date the expenditures indicated in this Capital Works Programme. It 
is also important to keep in mind the fact that, in my opinion, we have 
fallen considerably behind in the development of arterial roads.

I recognize that the programme submitted is rather general in 
nature, but it does list specific projects and the years in which it 
is intended to proceed. The selection of any individual project 
would, of course, hinge upon the location in which development is to 
be concentrated, and only upon receipt of specific proposals would we be 
in a position to establish specific and definite capital needs.

In addition to the above, it is necessary to keep in mind needs 
generated for facilities which are now supplied by the Province - 
Such as the Provincial Sewage and Water Scheme and major highways and } 
freeways and facilities provided by the Region of Peel. It is { 
necessary that agencies of the Provincial Government and the Region 


be aware of any accelerated pace of development which would put a strain | 
upon their facilities and their funding. , 


It is, of course, not necessary to mention the need for the develop- 
| ment of a public transportation system, and the pressure upon such a \ 
System would certainly increase with an accelerated pace of development. 


We trust that the above comments will be of some help to you and 


would be pleased to do more detailed work when detailed proposals are 
available to us.

Re: CAPITAL NEEDS, ALLOTMENTS, CONSTRUCTION (1974, 1975) IN MISSISSAUGA 





In the Mississauga portion of the Region of Peel, we have identified the 
following needs for consideration by all levels of government: 


1. Growth Areas - The areas of very rapid growth, with consequent pressure to 
provide new schools, include: 


(a) Malton, where in 1974 we hope to put an addition on Darcel Senior Public 
School at a cost of $150,000.00.* 


As well, we expect to need, in 1975, an addition to Corliss Public School. 
Due to the uncertainty of the specific number of rooms involved a cost 
can not be attached at this point in time. We have in our 1974 forecast, 
the sum of $3,000,000.00 for an additional secondary school (Ridgewood) 
in the west Malton area. 


* All cost estimates are based on 1974, rates. 


(b) The Erin Mills area, where in 1974 we hope to build King's Masting Junior 
Public School and Erin Mills Senior Public School at a cost of $800,000.00 


and $1,100,000.00 respectively. 


In 1975-76 we expect to construct a new junior school in Neighbourhood Five 
or the Woodhurst Neighbourhood at a cost of $800,000.00. In addition it 
is anticipated that we will construct Erin Mills Secondary School to 
accommodate students from Erin Mills and Meadowvale West (in part) at 


a cost of $3,607,500.00. 


(c) The Meadowvale West area, where in 1975, we expect to need a junior school 
at a cost of $800,000.00, and in 1976, another junior school and a middle 
school at a cost of $800,000.00 and $1,100,000.00 respectively. 


(d) The Valleys area, where in 1974, we hope to add to Briarwood Junior Public 
School at a cost of $375,000.00. 


In 1975, we expect to build a junior school at a cost of $800,000.00 and 
in 1976 we anticipate an addition to the Valleys Senior Public School 
the cost of which we are unable to determine at this point in time due 


to uncertainty of pupil yields. 
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(e) In the North North Dixie area, in 1976, we will need a junior school at 
a.cost of $800,000.00. 


(£) In the Hawthorn area, which will require in 1974 an addition to Floradale 
Public School at a cost of $150,000.00. 


In 1975 we will need an addition to Hawthorn Public School, the cost of 
which we are unable to determine at this point in time due to uncertainty 
of pupil yields. 

In 1976 we expect to need a junior public school and a senior public 
school at a cost. of $800,000.00 and $1,100,000.00 respectively. 


(g) Lakeshore Study Area - 


Due to the uncertainty of the results of upcoming O.M.B. hearings on 

development in this area it is impossible to determine when and what 

additional facilities will be required in this area. However, it is 

possible that a new junior public school could be required in 1976 at 
a cost of $800,000.00. 


Replacement arees - The following areas have schools which will continue to 


serve stable (or nearly stable populations) but which 
require replacement. 


(a) Cooksville Junior Public School ($800,000.00) 


(b) Forest Avenue Junior Public School (in 1974, at $550,000.00) 


(c) South Peel Vocational School, which needs its auditorium and several © 
shops expanded ($200,000.00). 


Excess space - We are very much aware that we have certain areas where we are 

developing excess space. These include the Applewood Acres 
area, along the Lakeshore to the east, and in the south Dixie area. I suggest 
that redevelopment there will, in the long run, make some of this space useful 
again and we should: 


(a) see if redevelopment or renewal will, im-feet, do just that, 

(b) rent empty space to other educational authorities or community groups 
until we are sure ve will not need it any further. The rental should be 
enough to carry it without loss to the Board. 

As I have indicated before, our capital needs are twofold: 

i - enough to build for 80% of the students who will be there at peak, 
ii - realistic capital forecasts, developed jointly with the Region and the 
Ministry so that planning, approvals and construction are not a year 


by year process, jammed between November and April in such a way that 
bureaucratic delays develop. 
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Planning is not just anticipating and preparing for what will happen, 
= but knowing what you want to happen and making sure it does. At present, we are 
beggars, not planners, reacting to external pressures over which we have little 
control. An improved process would mean that we could devote ourselves to 


provision of more flexible buildings, easily used by a broader spectrum of the — 
community. :
